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THE ACQUITTAL OF KALLOCE. 


The verdict of acquittal given by 
the jury in the Kalloch case was some- 
what unexpected. It was anticipated 
that the jury would be unable to agree 
on any verdict, the supposition being 
that jurors had been bought in the in- 
terests of the prisoner, and that there 
would be enough honest men on the 
jury to make a verdict of “not guilty” 
impossible. To get a fair understand- 
ing of the ease, it is necessary to go 
back to the difficulties between the 
elder Kallach and Charles de Young. 

The elder Kalloch came to San 
Francisco as a Baptist minister, and 
secured a congregation. He saw an 
opportunity to ride into power on the 
wave of the Workingmen's agitation, 
and he embraced it. He became no- 
torious as a leader of that party. 
Charles de Young published in his 
paper, the Chronicle, the record of 
Kalloch’s antecedents, in which adul- 
tery and other grave offences were 
charged against Kalloch, and the 
proof given. Kealloch retaliated in a 
public speech by calling De Young's 
mother the worst name which can be 
applied to any woman. The next day 
De Young was driven up to Kalloch’s 
church in a coupe, the preacher was 
decoyed to the sidewalk, and there 
De Young shot him down. The wound 
was not mortal. De Young was in- 
dicted for his crime, Lut hie trial was 
delayed. He obtained his liberty on 
bail, and went East, it is said, to 
obtain further proofs of the elder Kal- 
loch’s guilty life. De Young returned 
to San Francisco. Shortly afterwards 
a pamphiet was distributed free, con- 
taining a report in full of the trial of 
the elder Kalloch for adultery, in 
which evidence was given that left no 
moral doubt of his guilt, although the 
jury found no verdict. The pamph- 
lets were no doubt printed and dis- 
tributed by direction of De Young, al- 
though that has never been proved. 
Kalloch the younger received one of 
these pamphiets through the mail, in 
the afternoon of a day eight months 
after de Young's attempt on his father’s 
life, In the evening he eatered De 
Young's business office and in the 
presence of witnesses he deliberately 
shot down his victim. Charles de 
Young dies almost immediately; Kal- 
loch is arrested, and after months of. 
imprisonment his trial at last takes 
place, consuming forty-eight days, and 
resulting in a verdict of acquittal. 

_ The evidence given in the case 
could leave no doubtin the mind of 
any reasonable man that the shooting 
of De Young was a cold-blooded, de- 
liberate murder. All the witnesses of 
the deed who were in the office at the 
time of its commission testify that 
Kalloch was entirely unprovoked, and 
that De Young drew no pistol until 
after he had been shot. The evidenge 
given by witnesses for the defence, 
that of Clementshaw and others, to 
show that De Young fired first or at- 
tempted to fire first, was no doubt 
manufactured evidence bought to or- 
der. It is unlikely that the jury were at 
all influenced by the evidence for the 
defence. They acquitted Kalloch for 
coin or from sympathy, probably from 
a mixture of the two motives. The 
preliminary examication of many ju- 
rors called tu the box showed that a

bility in its incumbent. If the char- 
acter of Kalloch was such that he 
would disgrace the position, it was not 
only the right, it was the duty of the 
Chronicle to publish his character to 
the world. 80 long as bad men are 
contented to remain in obscurity they 
should be protected io their privacy, 
and should be safe from newspaper 
attack. But when they dare, with 
unblushing imptdence, to ask honors 
and offices of trust and profit from the 
people, it is the province of the press 

to publish their evil deeds to the 
world. The Chronicle no doubt was 
influenced mainly by malice in its as- 
saultson Kallach. But no matter 
what the metive, the rightness or 
wrongness of its assaults must be 
measured from the standpeint of the 
public good. From that standpoint 

De Young must be justified. Stifle 
the voice of the press, and corruption 

will flourish in high places, vice and 

venality will sit side by side upon the 

benches of our courts, and crime will 

laugh at Justice as her scales tilt with 

coin that then shall alone be the price 

of blood. 

If De Young libelled Kalloch, the 
latter had his remedy in the courts. 
The laws against libel are severe 
enough; they favor the victim of s 
false and malicious attack. If the 
murder of De Young is to be justified 
on the ground that De Young tried to 
«ill his assailant’s father, then the 
courts of justice had better be closed, 
for civilizatiou is a failure. If every 
man is to be allowed to take the law 
into his own hands,and to avenge upon 
the life of his enemy, his real or fan- 
cied wrongs, we had better all re- 
lapse into barbarism. Those who be- 
lieve in supporting the institution of 
courts of justice, and of abiding 
by their decisions, are hereafter to be 
at a disadvantage, if murder is to be 
liereafter justifed by public sentiment. 
The lawless are, inthat case, to have 
a great advantage over the law-abid- 
ing. 

One thing the acquittal of Kalloch 
clearly shows—trial by jury isa fail - 
ure. Jurors swear to be governed by 
the law and the evidence, and they 
are governed by neither, but by their 
sympathies, or worse still, the opinion 
of eleven honest men is nullified by 
the purchased opinion of a twefth. 
Do away with juries and put none but 
upright judges on the bench, and then 
when a criminal escapes justice it will 
be only because the law and evidence 
are insufficient for his conviction. 

The acquittal of Kalloch has made 
the life of every man in San Francisco 
more insecure thau it was yesterday. 
It has given comfort aod bolduess to 
every man who has the desire to take 
his enemy's life brooding in his heart. 
And as for the life ofthe man just ac- 
quitted, it hangs by a slender thread 
so long as he remains in San Fraocis- 
co. The De Young family is not 
extiuct.

A FATAL C48E OF HUGGING, 


A shocking story of death from 
hugging comes from Keokuk, Iowa. 
The victim was a loving and doubt- 
less lovely and lovable young girl of 
sixteen. The beast who destroyed 
her frail life was not a bear, as might 
be supposed, but a young man whose 
powerful but ill-regulated muscles 
crushed out her vitality in an anacon- 
da-like embrace. Here are the sad 
details of the tragedy as related by 
a Keokuk paper. 


“About 9 o'clock last night the tam- 
ily of John J. Rail, living two miles 
east of this city, was thrown into in- 
tense excitement and despair by the 
death of an only daughter, Miss Min- 
nie Rail, sixteen of

the case. It is almost useless to dis- 
cuss the merits of this case. Every- 
body knows that De Young was mur- 
dered, and that Kalloch murdered 
him. The people knew it, the law- 
yers all knew it, nobody had any 
doubt of it, andget this verdict of

Some good and intelligent men jus- 


day for their wedding. 
coy and bashful, and hesita 
it. But the lover was importunate, 


of the physician that heart 
was the immediate cause of 
girl’s death. She was frwil and 
delicate and had long complained of 
trouble with ber heart. The excite- 
ment incident to her conversation with 
her lover probably superinduced the 
attack which led to her premature 
death. Naturally the family are over- 
whelmed with grief, and young Gray 
is almost beside himself with horror 
and despair. Miss Minnie was a very 
handsome youog lady and well known 
in the society circles of this city.” 


Nothing is said as to what punish- 
ment, ifany, iste be meted out to 
Gray. Of course he is “almost beside 
himself with horror and despair.’ 
Men who hug women to death usually 
are. Bat shall he be left to the pun- 
ishment which remorse may bring 
bim? Is that safficient? We think 
not. A fearful example should be 
made of the youngman. Nothing 
less than the amputation of one of his 
arms at the shoulder will satisfy the 
public. The punishment would be 
both exemplary and _ reformative. 
Haviogonly one arm to hug with. 
Gray's capacity for compression would 
be so much abridged that he might 
be safely permitted to enter again jiu- 
to the society of delicate ladies. None 
of his warm-hearted lady friends are 
safe while be has two arms to hug 
with. 

The precise nature in law of the of- 
tense committed by this young man 
Gray is difficult to define. Hugger- 
mugger in the first degree is perhaps 
as near as a jury could come to it. 
But, unfortunately, although the com- 
mon law of Eugland takes cognizance 
of the class of offences which includes 
the act of Gray, the statutes of Iowa 
do not. Hence the Grand Jury of 
Keokuk will doubtless be instructed 
by the District Attorney that no in- 
dictment will lie against the hugger- 
mugyer Gray for squeezing the life 
out of Minnie Rail. Therefore, un- 
less a Vigilance committee should take 
the Case in hand, and mutilate the 
young man as above recommended, or 
unless society should ostracize him 
entirely, the wretch may escape the 
just consequences of his lawless hug- 
ging, save such as may come from the 
tortures of a guilty conscience. 

The sudden death of Miss Mionie 
Rail is not without its useful lesson, 
and may be considered in the nature 
of a solemn warning to young men 
and maidens. This is a case of hug- 
ging which resulted fatally. But how 
many cases there must be where death 
does not immediately result from the 
injuries done the poor victim of bear- 
ish compression, where the les- 
ions are of such a nature that she may 
linger on for years before death finally 
ends her sufferings. There are proba- 
bly thousands of such cases which 
never become known, a sensitive mod- 
esty inducing the unfortunate fair 
ones to keep, secret the origin of the 
pangs which agonize them, and which 
bring their young lives to a premature 
ending. Hereafter let young ladies 
beware of muscular young men with 
a disposition to bug. The practice 
of bugging is physically dangerous, 
and constitutes one of those perils 
against which it isthe duty of motb- 
ers to warn their daughters. There 
are also grave moral objections to 
ante-nuptial hugging, but these, we 
fear, are of a kind not likely to 
have much weight with the rising 


generation.

J. J. QUINN S ASSAULT. 


The Supreme Court Affirms the Jadg- 
ment of, the District Court in the 
Case Appealied. 


| OPINION BY HAWLEY, J.] 


Relator contends that the 

Court exceeded its jurisdiction in ren- 
dering the following judgment: De- 
fendant. J. J. Quinn, having been duly 
convicted of the crime of an assault, it 
is hereby ordered, adjudged and decreed 
that the said J. J. Quinn do pay a fine 
of $500, gold coin, and costs of this ac- 
tien, amounting to $300 50, making in 
all $800 50, gold coin; and it is further 
ordered tbat the defendant be confined 
in the common jail of Washoe county, 
Nevada, one day foreach $2 of said 
fine, a0 long as the whole, or any part 
thereof, shall remain unpaid. 

From the views we entertain of this 
case it is unnecessary to decide the 
question. argued by relator’s counsel, 
whether the amendment to Section 1 of 
Act in relation to fines (Stat. 1867, 44), 
as made in the amended Act (Stat. 1869, 
96) is unconstitational or not. 

There are other sections of the statute, 
against which no objections have been 
urged, that gave the Court authority to 
render the judgment. 

Section 46 of the Act concerning 
crimes and punishments (1 Comp. L., 
2352), authorized the imposition of the 
fine, and Section 674 of the Criminal 
Practio Act (1 Comp. L., 2299), author- 
ized the judgment for costs. 

The imprisonment of relator is only 
for the fine. He could not be imprison- 
ed for the costs. (Const., Art. 1, Sec. 
4; Thompson vs. State, 16, Ind., 516.) 
The judgment for costs can only be 
enforced and collected in the same 
manner as costs in civil cases, that 
8, by execution. 

It is claimed that the Court exceeded 
its jurisdiction in rendering, judgment 
for the costs, because no cost bill was 
regularly made out and filed, and be- 
cause ‘‘a large proportion of the amount 
adjudged as costs was for fees not 
allowed by law. 

Although it would bea proper, and 
perhaps the better, practice to require 
the prosecution to make out « regular 
cost bill, in the same manner as is pro- 
viaed in civil cases, yet there is no pro- 
vision of the Criminal Practice Act re- 
quiring such a course to be pursued, 
and, in the absence of any statute regu- 
lating this matter, we think the Court 
would have the right to determine the 
amount of costs, as it seems to have 
done in this case, from an examination 
of the fees charged by the respective 


officers. 
The petition sets out, in detail, the 


fees allowed to the several officers which 
It does not 
appear that any motion was made in 
the Court below to correct any of these 
alleged irregularities. 

We are of the opinion that these 
questions cannot be reviewed upon cer- 
tiorari. 

The question of the imposition of 
costs and the amount to be allowed was 
a proper matter for the Court to con- 
sider. 

It had jurisdiction to determine what 
items of costs should be taxed. If any 
error was made it could have been 
remedied by a proper motion in the 
District Court. Relator was entitled to 
have his day in court and to make any 
objections tothe judgment for costs, 
or to the allowance of any illegal fees. 
The fact that no cost bill was regularly 
filed did not» deprive him of that right. 

If the Court erred in allowing any 
costs that were not taxable against the 
relator, it was not an excess of juris- 
diction, and its action, in this respect, 
cannot be reviewed upon, certiorari. 
(In re Wixom, 12 Nev., 219, and authori- 
ties there cited; Petty vs. County Court, 
45 Cal., 246.) 

The writ must be dismissed. It is so

Kalloch’s Arcquittal—Public Pemon- 
strations of Approval — Kalloch’s 
Carriage Drawn Home in Triumph 
by a Mob. 

Sak Francisco, March 24. 


At four o'clock this afternoon the 


Court and delivered the following 
verdict: 

“We, the jury in the case of The 
People of the State of California vs. | 
I. M. Kalloch, do find upon the plea 
of former acquittal. We find the de- 
fendant not guilty.” 

The prisoner was then discharged, 
his friends pressing round and shaking 
him by the hand. On the first bal- 
lot the jury stood eight for acquittal 
and fuur for conviction. On the next 
ballot nine for acquittal and three for 
conviction, There was no change in 
this until shortly before the Court 
couvened this afternoon, when the 
three for conviction came over. 

An eye-witness reports that when 
the carriage containing young Kal- 
loch was last seen he was surrounded 
by a crowd, which rapidly became 
denser, The feeling manifested was 
one of delight; each individual seemed 
to make it a personal matter aud 
crowded toward the window of the 
carriage to catch a glimpse of the vie- 
tor in the long struggle and to clasp 
his hands. Then a Murmur arose: 
“Take off the horses!’ “Let us pull 
him home!” Catch hold there!” and 
similar cries were heard. By this time 
the streets and sidewalks were packed, 
swayed by one impulse, and grasping 
the carriage it swung forward by lit- 
tle jerks and starts, pausing as Kalloch 
recognized one and another of his 
friends and waved his hands to them. 
There was much cheering from the 
sidewalks and waving of handker- 
chiefs from the windows of houses and 
the Lick, Palace and other hotels, 
Shertly afterwards some thousand res- 
idents of the Mission gathered around 
Dr. Kalloch’s house. Many congrat- 
ulations were offered the family. The 
motley procession escoring young 
Ka!loch was not long in reaching the 
house, when the crowd respectfully 
opened and allowed the young man to 
descend from the carriage.

At midnight eve hundred and tifty 
bodies had been recovered from the 
ruins of the Italian Opera House, 
which was destroyed by fire last night. 
It is feared many more lost their lives. 
The fire commenced soon after the 
curtaio had risen for the performance 
of Lucia Di Lammermoor. The sub- 
scribers for the orchestra stalls and 
boxes of the grand tier had mostly not 
arrived. The majority of the victims 
helong to the working class. Shortiy 
after the fire began the gas exploded 
and the house was plunged into com- 
plete darkness. A scene of terror and 
dismay ensued which beggars descrip- 
tion. A detachment of sailors from 
the squadron in the harbor arrived on 
the scene and displayed great gal- 
lantry in rescuing the people and in 
combatting the fire, which was sub- 
dued toward 10 o'clock. Strakosch, 
the Impressario, was slightly hurt. 
Signora Bianca Donadi, one of the 
leading artistes, made her way from 
the stage to the street safely. One 
whole family of five persons and an- 
other of three persons are known to 
have perished.
